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Hospital boss 
resigns from 
her position 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital’s 
chief executive has resigned. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd offered 
her resignation as head of the hospi¬ 
tal’s trust with immediate effect. 

John Grinnell, the trust’s director 
of finance, has taken up the post of 
acting chief executive. 

Mrs Farrington Chadd said her 
reasons for leaving were personal. 
She said after working at the hospi¬ 
tal for eight years she felt the time 
was right to look for a new challenge. 

Mrs Farrington Chadd added: 
“This was not a decision I have taken 
lightly. I am proud of everything that 
the trust has achieved during my 
time as its CEO and am sure that it 
will continue to go from strength to 
strength.” Under her stewardship 
the hospital gained foundation trust 
status and embarked on a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound expansion plan, while 
maintaining high levels of patient 
satisfaction and clinical care. 

The hospital was investigated in 
June by the health regulator Mon¬ 
itor which said it was concerned 
that some patients had been waiting 
longer than the 18-week national 
target for procedures.

CONTROVERSIAL changes to education in North Powys could di¬ 
vide communities, reduce the use of the Welsh language and create 
an exodus of people leaving the area, worried councillors have said. 

Powys County Council is looking to restructure education in the region as 
part of wider cost-cutting measures. 

It has suggested changes to two bilingual schools - Llanfyllin, which takes children from 
the Oswestry area but risks losing its Welsh education stream, and Llanfair Caereinion, 
which could become all Welsh. But councillors raised concerns over the plans, contained 
in a report by outside consultants Sbectrwm, at a council cabinet meeting on Tuesday. 

Councillor Peter Lewis, who represents Llanfyllin, said the Sbectrwm report was “artifi¬ 
cial social engineering” and that any changes would see children having to choose whether 
or not to commute up to an hour each way to school. 

He said: “The report says 605 pupils are being educated in Welsh medium at secondary 

school. How many of them will continue in 
Welsh medium if their journey time is more 
than an hour? Therefore most Welsh com¬ 
munities in Powys will see their children 
switching to English education. 

“North east Powys is unique with Welsh 
communities on the English border. It’s 
well known that Oswestry has more Welsh 
speakers than there are in Welshpool due to 
the success of dual stream education in the 
area. More people are speaking Welsh and 
this should be celebrated. 

“Dual stream education is a success in 
north Powys. Take it out and you ruin what 
you’ve achieved at primary level. The idea 
of making young people choose between 
their community or their culture is funda¬ 
mentally wrong. The price is too high.” 

Banwy Councillor Myfanwy Alexander 
said: “It is completely unrealistic that a 
community that has been bilingual since 
the late Middle Ages should become all 
Welsh. 

“If there is a community in North Powys 
with 80 per cent Welsh speakers then that 
is the appropriate place for a Welsh medium 
school, but our areas are still mixed. 

“The future of the Welsh language in 
north Wales depends on retaining it in the 
community. 

“If it becomes an elite language where 
only the people who are bussed away will 
receive Welsh language education then it 
will die out.” 

Cabinet members unanimously agreed 
to note the report, agreed that it is desir¬ 
able to establish a Welsh medium school in 
North Powys and ordered a business case 
to be produced. 

The public will be asked for its views, 
once the business plan is in place and if the 
cabinet agrees to move forward towards a 
Welsh medium school. 


Lidl’s store 
is given 
permission 

UP to 50 new jobs could be created 
in Oswestry after a new Lidl super¬ 
market was given planning permis¬ 
sion. 

The discount retailer has been 
given the go-ahead to build on the 
site of the JT Hughes car dealership 
in Victoria Road on the edge of the 
town, creating the equivalent of 20 
full-time jobs. 

And further jobs will be created 
as the plans also include three other 
shops on the site, including a Pets at 
Home store. 

Peter Lloyd, the secretary of the 
Trinity Residents’ Association, had 
submitted objections on behalf of 
the group over traffic concerns. In 
particular the group was concerned 
about traffic movements, on-street 
parking pressures and the use of 
the residential roads as alternatives 
to the main routes. But to alleviate 
these issues, Lidl has agreed to put 
traffic signals at the junction of Vic¬ 
toria Road and Shrewsbury Road, 
outside the store location, which it 
says should help improve the traffic 
situation in the area. 

JT Hughes is to relocate to an¬ 
other, larger, site elsewhere in the 
town.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans to 
build houses near Old Oswestry 
Hillfort have accused authorities 
of double standards after they 
opposed a similar proposal in the 
south of Shropshire. 

The Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort 
group members said they were “dumb¬ 
founded” to hear that Shropshire Council’s 
conservation department and Historic Eng¬ 
land have objected to development skirting 
Caer Caradoc hillfort near Church Stret- 
ton, but have signed an outline agreement 
in Shropshire’s SAMDev local development 
plan for 117 houses near Old Oswestry hill¬ 
fort, known as OSW004. 

Maggie Rowlands, spokeswoman for 
the group, said: “We are encouraged that 
strong objections are being made in defence 
of these wonderful historic assets and rural 
landscape in Church Stretton. But the 
same arguments can and should be applied 
in the case of Old Oswestry given its wide¬ 
ly-accepted national if not international 
significance. 

“We were dumbfounded when we saw 
the objections that were lodged against 
the development at Caer Caradoc when 
both organisations gave their approval to 
the housing in Oswestry, despite fresh ac¬ 
knowledgement from leading academics of 
its national importance.” 

Shropshire Council conservation officer, 
Berwyn Murray, has argued that an appli¬ 
cation for 85 homes at Caer Caradoc will 
impact the hillfort and valley as well as a 
nearby Grade II listed 18th century farm¬ 
house. In his objection he cites concerns 
that the proposed development will “ur¬ 
banise the currently open and agricultural 
wider setting.” John Yates, an inspector 
for Historic England, has also objected, 
saying that the hillfort would be “closer to 
the suburbs, and less rural” if the housing 
goes ahead. 

Shropshire Council has said that it does 
not accept that the proposed OSW004 de¬ 
velopment would result in substantial harm 
to the significance of the hillfort, and said 
that the sensitivity of the Old Oswestry 
Hillfort and its setting have been recog¬ 
nised throughout the local plan-making 
process. The SAMDev plan is undergoing 
examination by inspector Claire Sherratt. 
She is expected to submit her final recom¬ 
mendations to Shropshire Council in the 
next few weeks.

Man jailed 
for having 
illegal gun 

A MAN banned from keeping fire¬ 
arms who bought himself a shotgun 
from a car boot sale, has been jailed 
for eight months. 

The shotgun and air rifle were 
found lying around when police went 
to the home of 37-year-old Gareth 
Williams in Priest Weston, Montgom¬ 
ery, for an unrelated inquiry. 

Williams admitted at an earlier 
court hearing being in possession of 
a shotgun without a shotgun certifi¬ 
cate and resisting a police officer in 
the execution of his duty. Howard 
Searle, prosecuting, said police went 
to Williams’s house at about 6am on 
February 3. 

Williams became obstructive and 
was handcuffed, after which he be¬ 
came aggressive, the court heard. 

When officers searched his home 
they found a 4/10 shotgun and an air 
rifle although there was no ammuni¬ 
tion in the house. 

Williams was banned from keeping 
a shotgun after an offence in 2000. 

Paul Smith for Williams said his 
client had bought the shotgun at a car 
boot sale. “He is a country person and 
wanted the shotgun and air rifle for 
vermin control,” Mr Smith said. 

Judge Robin Onions said that Wil¬ 
liams must have known he needed 
a licence for a shotgun. He said al¬ 
though there had been no ammuni¬ 
tion in the house the gun was capable 
of being fired. 

Pair arrested over 
abduction claim 

A COUPLE were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of abducting a child from outside 
a school on the Shropshire border. 

The 32-year-old man and a 28-year- 
old woman, both from the Bristol 
area, were arrested after a young boy 
was reportedly taken from outside 
Llandysilio County School in Four 
Crosses. 

The incident happened at 8.30am 
last Wednesday while the boy was in 
the company of a family member. The 
school took immediate action and re¬ 
ported the incident to the police. 

Dyfed-Powys Police spokeswoman 
Sian George said: “The inquiry came 
to a swift conclusion and we can con¬ 
firm that the child in question is safe 
and well and has been returned to his 
father. 

“Both people arrested at the time 
have been released without charge 
and there will be no further action 
taken.” 


A MAN who stepped in as peacemak¬ 
er to stop a fight was rewarded with a 
fractured cheekbone. 

The punch came from Kyle Stephen¬ 
son, a former promising footballer 
who is now behind bars for the attack. 

Stephenson was sentenced to a 10- 
month order in a young offenders’ 
institute for attacking two men in 
Oswestry. 

Stephenson of College Road, 


Oswestry, had admitted assault caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm and assault 
by battery at a previous hearing. Last 
week he appeared for sentence at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

Howard Searle, prosecuting, said 
the attack happened on December 14 
at about 4am in Oswestry town centre. 

Stephenson, who had been drinking, 
and another man, who has never been 
apprehended, was involved in the dis¬ 


turbance. They set on their first victim 
and a female. 

Mr Searle told the court that the 
victim was attacked by both men and 
suffered punches to his face. 

The second victim then tried to act 
as a peacemaker to separate the par¬ 
ties, urging them to stop fighting. 

Mr Searle told the court: “Stephen¬ 
son punched his left cheek before 
walking off.” 


He was later arrested and admitted 
his involvement. 

But he refused to name the other 
man, opting instead to take the full 
punishment alone. The court heard 
the second victim’s injuries were so 
serious that he needed surgery. 

Paul Smith, for Stephenson, said 
his client was a hard worker who had 
lost a promising career as a footballer 
through injury. 


Delay for works 
at roundabout 

MAJOR safety roadworks on one of 
Shropshire’s busiest roundabouts 
have been delayed until next year. 

A £700,000 scheme to improve 
the Gledrid traffic island, north of 
Oswestry, was due to have been 
started by now. 

But Highways England now says 
it won’t start until the next financial 
year. 

It says that during the design work 
for the project it was discovered that 
more essential work was needed. 

The five exit roundabout carries 
both the A5 and A483 trunk roads as 
well as the roads into Weston Rhyn, 
Chirk and St Martins. 

Engineers planned to widen the 
trunk road approaches and exits, con¬ 
struct footpaths, resurface the road¬ 
ways and change signing. 

The three-month work programme 
would have have been carried out with 
road closures overnight and was due 
to finish by Christmas. 

Now it won’t start until at least 
April next year. 

Tractor pull to 
boost charities

machines’ brute strength against each 
other at Hanley Hall just off the A5 
near Ruyton-XI-Towns.

Karting centre is back 
on track after big

A KARTING centre which was 
destroyed in a fire is back on 
track. 

The owners and staff at Rednal 
Karting near Oswestry were left dev¬ 
astated by a blaze that ripped through 
its headquarters on the Rednal Indus¬ 
trial Estate in August. 

Temporary buildings have been brought 
in and replacement karts loaned so the 
complex can continue to operate. 

Mike Rees, who the day after the fire 
pledged to rebuild the business, said brand 
new karts had been ordered and it was 
hoped that a new, permanent building 
could be built by Easter. 

He said he had been humbled by the good 
wishes and offers of help from the public. 

“Customers who we had to cancel after 
the fire have rebooked and we have had lots 
of new bookings,” he said. 

“The offers of help we had from members 
of the public were incredible.” 

“We even had people who had been ex¬ 
pecting to come and race with us on the 
weekend of the fire offer their help instead 
in cleaning up the site. The company that is 
building our new karts, which we hope will 
arrive in the next few weeks, have loaned 
us karts for the time being.” 

One of the biggest casualties of the fire 
was a Ginetta race car owned by one of the 
managers of the complex, Tom Wrigley, 
which was completely destroyed just days 
before he was due to race. 

His mother, Lisa, said: “Thanks to the 
owner of Ginetta Lawrence Tomlinson, he 
got a call asking him to go down to Norfolk 
and race in a team car for Rob Boston Rac¬ 
ing. He went - winning his race. Now he is 
part of the Rob Boston team.”

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Mature student is jailed 
for college hammer attack

A BRICKLAYER has been jailed for attacking a man 
with a lump hammer after he “lost it” when a wall he 
had built was criticised. 

Mature student Terry Hampson kicked his wall down dur¬ 
ing a training course. 

He launched into a tirade against the tutor and then chased a 
fellow student with the hammer. The drama happened during a 
brick-laying course at the Oswestry campus of Walford and North 
Shropshire College. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard Stuart Jones, who was also a stu¬ 
dent on the course, attempted to intervene. 
Tempers flared between the two men and 
Hampson, 34, grabbed the lump hammer 
and pursued Mr Jones through the college, 
swinging it at his head twice - in the cor¬ 
ridor and then again in the tutor’s office. 

Nicholas Tatlow, prosecuting, said the 
victim managed to block and parry off both 
blows and escaped injury. “He (Hampson) 
was the only mature student on the course 
and there was some friction between the 
defendant and the other students,” the 
prosecutor said. 

“On February 3 this year, the teacher 
had to point out a mistake the defendant 
had made. He completely lost his temper 
and kicked the top off his own wall before 
being abusive and derogatory about the 
tutor, the course and his fellow students.” 

The prosecutor told the court Hampson 
was asked to leave as a result of the attack 
and was later booted off the course before 
being arrested by police. 

The father-of-two, from Dudleston 
Heath, Ellesmere, pleaded guilty to two 
charges of affray and assault at a previous 
court hearing. 

Judge Robin Onions jailed him for nine 
months, telling him: “If you had hit him 
you could have been facing a really, really 
serious charge.” 

Richard Thomas, for Hampson, said his 
client was a “hard-working family man” 
who was a self-employed builder. 

“He only went on the course to try and 
better himself and hopefully earn more 
money for his family,” Mr Thomas said. 

“It was a genuinely isolated incident 
borne out of frustration.” 

Paul Cordey, director of North Shrop¬ 
shire College’s Oswestry Campus, said: 
“The safety of our students is of paramount 
importance. 

“We were pleased with the rapid and ro¬ 
bust response provided by both our teach¬ 
ing staff and our students who acted both 
with unity and integrity in a difficult sit¬ 
uation.” 


Knife threat 
husband is 
spared jail 

AN alcoholic who beat his wife and threat¬ 
ened her with a knife has been spared jail. 

John Piddock from Elm Close, Oswestry 
who had previously admitted making 
threats to kill his wife, appeared at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court for sentence on Friday. 

The court heard that the former account¬ 
ant had a history of alcoholism and had be¬ 
come abusive towards his wife, who he had 
married in 2003. On June 21 the 47-year- 
old had become physically abusive towards 
his wife, throwing crockery and food at her 
and threatening her with a large knife. 

Samantha Powis, prosecuting, said that 
Mrs Piddock told her husband that if the 
abuse carried on she would start divorce 
proceedings. 

Miss Powis said: “She was wearing a 
dressing gown and he grabbed her by the 
throat and she thought he was going to 
start to strangle her. He picked up a large 
knife and he said he would cut her from ear 
to ear.” 

Alison Whalley, for Piddock, said: “He 
does display some remorse for his actions. 
Following a traumatic event, he began to 
have difficulties with alcohol.” 

Piddock was given a 24-month commu¬ 
nity order. 

Piddock, who had spent three months on 
remand, was also told he had to attend a re¬ 
habilitation programme for 40 days, attend 
a building better relationships project and 
carry out 120 hours of unpaid work.

EWE have to be kidding - visitors to a 
beauty spot couldn’t believe their eyes 
when they saw some new arrivals in the 
flock of sheep that live there. 

Three of the Hebridean ewes that keep 
the undergrowth down at the Llanymynech 
Rocks Nature Reserve had given birth, not 
in the spring but at the very end of the sum¬ 
mer. Not only that but there were no rams 
among the flock - or so it was thought. 

The flock of black wool, long horned 
sheep are used by Shropshire Wildife Trust 
to manage the vegetation, nibbling away at 
the clematis and other shrubs that would 
otherwise overwhelm the plants such as 
wild herbs and no less than 15 species of 
orchid. Colin Preston from the trust said:

“We thought that all the males in the flock 
had been castrated, but we were obviously 
wrong. To conceive and give birth at this 
time of year is apparently very rare in the 
sheep world. 

“We have volunteers that keep an eye on 
the sheep at Llanymynech Rocks and they 
let the farmer that helps us at Llanymynech 
know about the lambs.” 

A wildlife expert, Mr Preston admitted 
that he knew little about sheep before the 
lambs were born, but has had to learn fast. 

For three mothers and babies have been 
taken to lowland near to his home south of 
Oswestry where they are expected to spend 
the winter before being reunited with the 
rest of the flock.

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital has been chosen as one of 13 
new “hospital vanguards” to develop new models of care for NHS 
England. 

Known as acute care collaboration vanguards, they will explore new options 
for the future of local hospitals across the NHS as part of its five year forward 
plan. 

The hospital is one of three specialist orthopaedic trusts that are joining forced to 
form one of those vanguards, which will be called the National Orthopaedic Alliance. 

- The other partners in the alliance are the 

Royal National Orthopaedic Hospital NHS 
Trust at Stanmore and the Royal Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital NHS Foundation Trust at 
Birmingham. 

John Grinnell, an executive director at 
Oswestry, said: “This is great news for pa¬ 
tients. In simple terms it means you would 
get the same, very high quality, orthopaedic 
care at every member rather than the var¬ 
iation in quality of outcome that exists at 
the moment. 

“The aim is to recruit new providers to 
adopt the quality standards and operating 
practices that the alliance will formalise 
as a ‘kite-mark’ to guarantee orthopaedic 
quality and eventually encompass, in some 
way, all high volume elective orthopaedic 
providers in England.” 

There will be 13 new vanguards, which 
have been selected from 65 bids put for¬ 
ward. Simon Stevens, NHS England chief 
executive, said: “The era of go-it-alone indi¬ 
vidual hospitals is now being superseded by 
more integrated care partnerships - both 
within local areas, and across different 
parts of the country. 

“The scale of the interest in these new 
vanguards from across the health service 
shows the NHS is up for radical reform. 

“We’ve got some of the world’s best hos¬ 
pitals and specialists in this country, and 
it’s right they should be able to extend 
their reach more widely, as the vanguard 
programme will now allow them to do.” 

Meanwhile Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital staff are pledging to focus on patient 
safety as part of the national Sign up to 
Safety campaign which has been launched 
across England. 

Jayne Downey, director of nursing, said: 
“We take pride in placing the safety of pa¬ 
tient care above all else, but we are not 
complacent so this campaign is a great op¬ 
portunity to look at all aspects of what we 
do. The initiative enables us to share learn¬ 
ing from other trusts and to really focus on 
specific areas where we think we can make 
a difference.” 


Treatment 
times 'now 
on track' 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital is on 
target to meeting waiting time targets by 
the end of October. 

The hospital is currently being investi¬ 
gated by health watchdog Monitor for miss¬ 
ing waiting times. 

The hospital saw three English patients 
wait longer than 52 weeks for treatment 
during August. 

It also had one patient referred from a 
Wales for treatment who had been waiting 
for spinal surgery beyond a year. 

But Jayne Downey, director of nursing 
at the hospital trust, said things are now 
improving. 

And she said the hospital has managed 
to meet its target of 92 per cent of patients 
waiting 18 weeks or less to start their treat¬ 
ment. 

John Grinnell, the hospital’s director 
of finance, said the trust is being charged 
£5,000 per patient who has had to wait be¬ 
yond a year by Monitor. 

But he said the hospital is on course to 
meet its recovery plans targets, drawn up 
with Monitor. 

He said: “The plan now is that in Octo¬ 
ber we won’t have any English long wait¬ 
ers. It is likely we will have Welsh patients 
waiting, but we do get referrals from some 
Welsh patients quite late after they have 
already been waiting some time. 

“It is a massive national problem where 
spinal providers are not meeting targets. 
We need to find a sustainable solution.”

Oswestry’s Robert Jones &

pital is recognised as one of the 
world’s best hospitals. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd’s 
reputation in medical manage¬ 
ment was almost as big as that 
of the hospital she governed, so 
her immediate resignation this 
week from her position as chief 
executive from the NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust saying “the time was 
right to seek a new challenge” 
has still left many unanswered 
questions. She had been at the 
helm for eight years and under 
her guidance the hospital gained 
foundation trust status and em¬ 
barked on a multi-million pound 
expansion plan. 

The specialist orthopaedic 
hospital has a worldwide reputa¬ 
tion for innovation and research. 
Mrs Farrington Chadd has more 
than 23 years’ board level ex¬ 
perience in the National Health 
Service. The hospital has been 
under investigation from hospi¬ 
tal trust watchdog Monitor over 
waiting times. 

But the trust now reports that 
it was hitting its target of 92 
per cent of patients waiting 18 
weeks or less to start treatment. 

The investigation does not re¬ 
flect well but it’s well to remem¬ 
ber that we are extremely fortu¬ 
nate to have a world renowned 
hospital situated right here on 
our doorstep. But don’t get me 
started on why Welsh patients 
should have to wait longer than 
English ones. 

Lately I’ve been making use 
of the new hourly service on the 
Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth line 
operated by Arriva Trains and I 
have to say what a massive im¬ 
provement it is. 

Waiting two hours for a train 
to take you from Shrewsbury to 
Welshpool was the most frustrat¬ 
ing thing. But now that’s all in the 
past with the new hourly service 
running at all the peak times. 

Early reports suggest that 
use of the line has shot up by 
as much as 25 per cent since 
the launch in May on the Cam¬ 
brian Line. Already Welshpool 
Town Council has been forced 
to double its car parking spaces 
and there are similar situations at 
both Caersws and Borth, prov¬ 
ing that the demand existed all 
along. The only shame is that 
Oswestry is not able to ben¬ 
efit from these improvements 
but thanks to the actions of Dr 
Beeching some 50 years ago the 
town was cut off the network like 
so many others in his massive 
cost-cutting exercise. 

It was clearly thought the right 
thing to do at the time by gov¬ 
ernment with modernisation and 
motorways all that mattered. 
Railways were considered old 
fashioned and part of a sooty 
Victorian Britain and were leak¬ 
ing money. Though in hindsight 
increased fares and a restructur¬ 
ing of pricing policies might have 
provided a different answer.

Author Julie Summers's 
work has inspired a TV se¬ 
ries.

IT is renowned for its old-fash¬ 
ioned “Jam and Jerusalem” 
image, but the role played by 
members of the Women’s Insti¬ 
tute during the Second World 
War was more important than 
many realise. 

The organisation had representa¬ 
tives on nine government commit¬ 
tees and helped to keep the nation 
fed, while also looking after evacu¬ 
ees, knitting for troops and keeping 
the nation’s spirits up. 

Author Julie Summers penned her 
book, Jambusters, to look at the vital role 
the organisation played during the war. 

It proved such a hit that ITV commis¬ 
sioned a series based on the book called 
Home Fires, which regularly drew audi¬ 
ences of more than six million viewers. 

A second series has now been ordered 
and Mrs Summers was in Welshpool on 
Friday to talk about what she learned 
while writing the book. 

Friday’s talk at Welshpool Town Hall 
was promoted by historian Alan Crowe, 
as part of his Welshpool Remembers se¬ 
ries of events to mark 70 years since the 
end of the Second World War. 

Julie says: “The role the Women’s In¬ 
stitute played in the Second World War 
was absolutely vital. 

“It is an organisation that people are 
very quick to dismiss or poke fun at but 
it played a major role in the community. 

“When I began working on the book 
I did not know anywhere near enough 
about the impact they had on the war 
effort. 

“Not only were they feeding the nation,

but they were on some of the most im¬ 
portant committees around - including 
finance, housing, sewerage. There were 
nine representatives on committees run 
by the government. 

“When I set out to write a history 
of the Women’s Institute in wartime 
I had in mind an historical overview 
with anecdotes from village institutes 
about jam-making, vegetable growing, 
salvage-collecting, knitting and other 
activities we associate with the Second 
World War. 

“As I went along I realised that this is 
not what lies at the heart of this book.” 

The married mother of three sons 
adds: “There are many top-down bi¬ 
ographies of the Women’s Institute 
but what I was interested in was the 
bottom-up story, the ordinary coun¬ 
trywomen who were at the heart of the 
village institutes. 


“What has grown out of my research 
is a picture of the remarkable role 
played by ordinary women in rural Brit¬ 
ain during the war. 

“Unpaid, unsung, to a large extent 
uncomplaining, these women quietly, 
and often with humour, made the coun¬ 
tryside tick. 

“This book is a tribute to these 
women. Some were grand county ladies, 
others were farm labourers’ wives and 
daughters. 

“The majority were somewhere in 
between. In the institute there was 
no differentiation between their back¬ 
grounds. 

“Though it would be foolish to sug¬ 
gest that all social boundaries were bro¬ 
ken, they were, however, porous. 

“The Second World War was the 
backdrop to the lives of Britons for six 
years. For children who were five or six 


at the outbreak it shaped their child¬ 
hoods.” 

Mrs Summers, 55, who lives in Ox¬ 
ford, has been working as an author, lec¬ 
turer and part-time exhibition organiser 
since 2000. 

She said the book was quickly turned 
into the ITV show after she attended 
classes in scriptwriting. 

“I decided to try and further improve 
my writing skills so went on a week-long 
scriptwriting course,” she said. 

“I knew from day one that it was not 
going to be something I would ever do 
again or really enjoy. 

“At the end of the week, I was called 
to talk to one of two gentlemen who ran 
the class, Simon Block. He knew I hadn’t 
enjoyed it, so asked about my writing. 

“I showed him the cover of Jambus¬ 
ters and he had a look and a light went 
off. 

Transformation 

“From there it was a very quick trans¬ 
formation into Home Fires, which I was 
delighted with. The ratings were excel¬ 
lent - it got more than six million views 
and will now be shown in the US. 

“There’s also a second series on the 
way, which is just fantastic, I can’t quite 
believe it.” 

Mrs Summers was born near Liver¬ 
pool and grew up on the Wirral and then 
in Cheshire. 

“I had always wanted to be a writer, 
but for the first 20 years after leaving 
Bristol University I worked in the art 
world,” she said. 

“Finally, in 2004,1 gave up my job and 
began writing full time. It was the best 
decision I have made in my career. 

“I am passionate about writing and 
unembarrassed to be so. 

“I love researching my books, espe¬ 
cially when they involve meeting people 
and talking to them about their lives. 

“People often ask me why I am so fas¬ 
cinated by the Second World War. My 
answer is that it is not war that interests 
me but the way people coped.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 




Access to reliable mobile and 
internet services is one of the 
most important issues affect¬ 
ing my constituents. I made 
improvement of the inadequate 
service a key issue in my re-elec¬ 
tion campaign. Local businesses 
need to be able to communicate 
instantly and effectively and it is 
not just existing businesses that 
this affects. 

There is a real impact on in¬ 
ward investment as businesses 
take the decision not to set up in 
an area with a poor signal. 

Not only is a good signal im¬ 
portant for local business to 
thrive, it is even more vital to 
ensure access to the emergency 
services. No matter where you 
are in the county, you should be 
able to call for an ambulance, the 
fire service or the police without 
fear that you may not get a sig¬ 
nal; the current lack of mobile 
phone reception puts lives at 
risk. 

New infrastructure is needed 
to bring us up to speed with the 
rest of the country by ensuring 
the roll out of 4G locally. I was 
therefore pleased to attend a 
meeting with representatives 
from Vodafone in the House of 
Commons earlier this month. 

This gave me the opportunity 
to make it clear that the service 
locally is actually getting worse 
and it is simply not acceptable 
for my constituents to be disad¬ 
vantaged. 

It is impossible to maintain 
a signal between the five North 
Shropshire market towns on any 
network; in my experience they 
are all as bad as each other. Res¬ 
idents travelling between towns 
should not have to put up with 
being cut off. I am pleased that 
the representatives from Voda¬ 
fone listened carefully to my 
feedback on the current service. 

The event gave them a chance 
to explain their plans for future 
improvements and also to give 
suggestions as to how I can help 
further. Progress is being made. 
Thousands of people signed the 
Get Us Connected petition call¬ 
ing for EE, Vodafone, Three and 
02 to improve their service in 
rural areas. Networks are begin¬ 
ning to respond. Vodafone claim 
that they will bring their service 
to 98 per cent of the UK popula¬ 
tion as soon as possible, a posi¬ 
tive step for North Shropshire if it 
can be achieved. 

I have arranged a follow-up 
meeting in mid-October to dis¬ 
cuss this further and will meet a 
delegation from BT at the Con¬ 
servative Party Conference. All 
mobile network providers have 
been invited by Connecting 
Shropshire to attend a meeting 
in December to share news of 
their plans for Shropshire. I am 
determined to resolve this issue 
and would encourage my con¬ 
stituents to get in touch with me 
and share their experiences..

Farmers must take tough decisions 


DOUBTLESS my opinion will not be sup¬ 
ported by the milk producers in this coun¬ 
try but, frankly, they only have themselves 
to blame for ignoring simple economics. 
Too much milk, prices fall. 

Solution: cut the number of dairy cows 
producing milk. Cull the herds. Easily ac¬ 
cessible official statistics show a number of 
plain facts. What seems to have been sup¬ 
pressed by the farmers in their argument 
is the fact that in the last year, feed prices 
have fallen, energy prices have fallen and so 
costs have actually gone down. 

In addition, agricultural land values 
have risen sharply over recent years. The 


number of cows has also risen in the last 
12 months by 100,000 as farmers tried to 
increase their income by producing more 
and more milk. Russian and Chinese mar¬ 
kets have, meanwhile collapsed. As a result 
we now have a milk lake, like earlier butter 
mountains, wine lakes and grain surpluses. 

So, farmers have to change their business 
strategy and do something else. Cull their 
herds and produce less, diversify into other 
fields or just sell up and move on into other 
enterprises. There is no other reason than 
sentimentality to keep a loss making farm 
to hand on to the family. 

I respectfully suggest that our farmers 


look to the New Zealand model, following 
the removal of all government subsidies in 
that country in the 1980s. After much pain, 
the whole economy rebalanced into a highly 
efficient framework of producers who now 
thrive, again, despite the recent contraction 
of their Chinese markets. 

It is also worthy of note that the UK pro¬ 
ducers of lamb are protesting at unsubsi¬ 
dised imports of meat from New Zealand 
taking their markets. Why should the tax¬ 
payer support inefficiency for sentimental 
reasons!

A taste of the future 


LIBRARY visitors got a taste of the 
future when they were able to watch 
3D printers in action and ask experts 
questions about the process. 

The drop-in session was held at Oswest¬ 
ry Library, with expert Paul Brewer from 
Shropshire 3D Print bringing along two 
machines to demonstrate to visitors. 

3D printers lay down layers of material - in 
the case of the models in the library, a corn 
starch-based material - to create three dimen-

sional solid objects from a digital file. Designs 
can be created using a 3D modelling program 
or copied from another object using a 3D scan¬ 
ner, and there are websites full of designs 
users have uploaded for others to use. 

The technology is already being used in 
manufacturing, to create prototypes of de¬ 
signs; in architecture to create scale models; 
and in medicine to create prosthetics and im¬ 
plants. 


Brian Rapson, library commissioning man¬ 
ager, who helped organise the session, said he 
had lost count of the number of people who 
had stopped to take a look at the machines and 
ask questions. 

“We had a lot of interest from a mixture of 
people, many who didn’t know anything about 
the process before and some who did have 
some knowledge and wanted to know more,” 
he said. 

“It’s been general fascination at the process 
really.”

Concerns rise over 
car seats' safety 

MORE than 85 per cent of child car 
seats checked during a campaign in 
Mid Wales were not suitable for use, 
it has been revealed. 

Powys County Council’s road safety 
unit said 48 of the 65 seats checked 
needed adjustment, with eight con¬ 
demned as not suitable for use. 

Just nine of those vetted by officers 
were found to be suitable and fitted 
correctly, the council said. 

The council carried out the checks 
as part of its car seat clinics held in 
supermarket car parks around the 
region. 

Councillor John Brunt, cabinet 
member for road safety, said: “Child 
car seats need to be fitted correctly in 
order to protect your child in the event 
of a collision.” 


Police cracking down on 
motorists using mobiles

POLICE have launched a major 
crackdown on motorists who are 
using mobile phones while driv¬ 
ing. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has teamed up 
with the other three Welsh forces for 
a two-week campaign. 

Police patrols have increased across Mid 
Wales for the duration of the enforcement 
campaign, to draw drivers attention to not 
only the risks posed by being distracted by 
mobile phones while in control of a vehicle, 
but the serious penalties which they will 
face if they are caught. 

Nationally, the number of motorists 
using mobile phones to make calls, texts 
or social media updates whilst driving has 
risen and distracted driving is expected to 
be the biggest single cause of death and in¬ 
juries on roads as a result in 2015. 

In Wales more than 900 motorists were 
caught using their mobile phones whilst be¬ 
hind the wheel during the 2014 campaign. 

Deputy Chief Constable of Dyfed-Powys 
Police Carl Langley said: “Even the most 
experienced or competent of drivers can be 
easily distracted and a slight lapse in con¬ 
centration can have serious consequences. 
This campaign is just one part of our ongo¬ 
ing effort to target and reduce the number 
of drivers who risk becoming involved in a 
serious or fatal collision due to using a mo¬ 
bile phone whilst driving. 

“Drivers need to be aware that these ac¬ 
tions carry the same danger and the same 
penalty.”

Glansevern Hall Gardens has met the stringent 
criteria to become an RHS Partner Garden and will 
be included in the organisation’s 2016 handbook. 

Visitors travel from across Shropshire and Mid Wales to 
visit Glansevern, where they can explore 25 acres of gar¬ 
dens, some of it dating back more than 200 years. 

As well as a formal walled garden there is an unusual 
rock garden and even a hidden grotto. One of the crown¬ 
ing glories is Glansevern’s five acre lake and also a water 
garden. As well as attraction visitors of the human kind 
the garden attract wildlife, from butterflies and bees to the 
birds that can be seen on the bird hide walk. 

And if you think that the architecture of the hall itself 
seems familiar, it was created by the same team who build 
Shropshire’s Attingham Park. 

Caroline Owen, owner of Glansevern Hall, said: “We’re 
very proud to be included in the 2016 RHS Handbook. This 
is great news not only for us here, but the locality as this 
is sure to bring more groups visiting from much further 
afield, which can only be of benefit to us all. 

“The 25-acre garden is already well known to people in 
this region but this new partnership looks set to widen its 
popularity. We look forward to welcoming all our visitors, 
both old and new, but if you are thinking of visiting with 
your club or group, I think we will find ourselves very pop¬ 
ular next year, so do give us a call to ensure you get your 
first choice of date.” To coincide with the announcement, 
the garden, at Berriew, Welshpool, has launched longer 
opening hours and will now be open all year round, daily 
from Tuesday to Saturday, as well as Bank Holiday Mon¬ 
days.

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Drone gives filmmakers an eyeful

VOLUNTEERS at an historic build¬ 
ing have been getting a bird’s eye 
view of their surroundings while 
filming a documentary. 

The Workhouse - Y Dolydd - in Llan- 
fyllin has an interesting past and volun¬ 
teers started work recently on a drama¬ 
tised documentary of its history which 
will be shown to visitors. 


Ghosts of the Workhouse will be played in 
the Workhouse History Centre, which is due 
to open next year at Llanfyllin. 

Filming will involve local actors and is being 
financed by a grant from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

But several scenes in the film, including 
the opening sequence, demand views of the 
building from the air to show its characteris¬ 
tic layout. 

That means a very modern introduction of a 


drone to provide a overview of the historic site. 

John Hainsworth, from the Llanfyllin 
Dolydd Building Preservation Trust, said: 
“Recent developments in aerial photography 
have made this much easier, and the filming 
was carried out by the newly launched Llanfyl- 
lin-based company flytheeye.co.uk using one 
of their two highly efficient drones. 

“There were ideal conditions when the 
drone went up , with only a light wind, and 
that helped to ensure some impressive still 


and moving shots from different heights and 
angles. 

“Safety is an important consideration when 
flying drones, and it was necessary to post 
lookouts and to keep well away from the main 
road. Happily there were no problems. 

“The film’s director of photography, Philip 
Lane of Beehouse Studios, now has ample ma¬ 
terial to edit over the next few months.” 

Casting for the film is almost complete and 
rehearsals with actors will start this month. 


Built in 1837, the stone building served as a 
workhouse for up to 250 inmates until 1930, 
when it became a local authority institution 
and later a care home. It finally closed in 1983. 

The Workhouse enjoyed a brief period of 
rejuvenation as an outdoor pursuits centre 
before being left empty from the mid 1980s. 

It then remained empty and derelict until 
local residents formed a charitable body to 
save the buildings. The residents were even¬ 
tually able to take full ownership in 2008.

THE Oswestry and Border Chroni¬ 
cle’s We Mean Business campaign 
celebrates and promotes the town’s 
businesses. As well as our weekly 
We Mean Business editorial pro¬ 
files, the Chronicle is also running 
a series of special features to high¬ 
light the importance of business to 
the town. This week we take a look 
at Oswestry’s indoor and outdoor 
markets and the traders who work 
there. 

The importance of Oswestry’s markets 
on the town should not be underestimat¬ 
ed. In fact the markets played a key role 
in the development of the town. 

The first known market charter was granted 
during the reign of Henry II when the Town 
was known as Whiteminster. 

The current Powis Hall indoor market hall 
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was reconstructed in 1963 and is open every 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday. 

The indoor market enjoyed a revamp in 2012 
after winning an online voting competition in 
The Times newspaper 

The hall was nominated for the competition 
by one of its market traders and it won the 
prize of £50,000 which was given in kind - the 
estimated cost of the advice from designer Sir 
Terence Conran and materials. 

Work included a new glass lift, refurbishing 
the toilets, creating wi-fi facilities, a fresh lick 
of paint and hanging large canopies from the 
ceiling. 

Oswestry’s outdoor market on the Bailey 
Head is also an important feature of the town. 


The outdoor market area also provides an 
opportunity for specialist events to be staged 
such as antique and continental markets. 

The importance of the markets to Oswestry 
is not lost on the traders who work there. Te¬ 
resa Jones has run a floral art and cake decora¬ 
tion stall at the market for more than 30 years. 

She said: “The market is still important to 
Oswestry because we are a market town. Ob¬ 
viously there has been big changes in the way 
people shop but many people still enjoy coming 
to the market. 

“The best bit about the job is working with 
your customers. Market traders give a per¬ 
sonal service and can give expert advice. 

“We also provide services that you won’t get 
anywhere else. 

“The customer service is the most important 
thing. You make time for your customers. 

“People talk about Cae Glas Park being 
Oswestry’s jewel in the crown but I think the 
market is. You get such a mix because of the 
individual stalls and good service and advice.” 

Lynda Jones from Llynclys Hall Farm Shop 


said she set up her stall at the indoor market 
because of public demand. 

She said: “We started here first in the farm¬ 
ers’ market and then our customers wanted us 
here every week. 

“We have been here for two years and it has 
gone very well. I think we should be optimistic 
about the future of the market. It is very im¬ 
portant to Oswestry.” 

Sarah Nash from Smithy Garden Herbs and 
Gifts says she is pleased with how things have 
gone on her stall which she opened on the out¬ 
door market in March this year. 

She said: “We have had great support from 
local people and many repeat customers. 

“We are still building up the business but it 
is going well. 

“The markets are important to Oswestry. 
Oswestry is a market town and we need to 
make sure we find ways of getting people in 
to come here. 

“People do like the markets and they come 
from quite a way away. Recently we had people 
from Ludlow. They said they liked Oswestry 


and they really liked the markets.’’The im¬ 
portance of a thriving market to a town such 
as Oswestry has been reinforced by recent re¬ 
search. 

British market towns that have retained 
their traditional markets are more healthy, 
more socially active, provide better food secu¬ 
rity and promote sustainability, according to 
the research. 

The research provides the strongest evi¬ 
dence to date of the ‘market effect’ increasing 
a town’s vitality and viability, including by in¬ 
creasing footfall between 15 and 27 per cent 
compared to towns without markets. 

The research, by Professor Alan Hallsworth, 
based at the University of Portsmouth, and 
colleagues was commissioned and is published 
by The National Association of British Market 
Authorities. 

Professor Hallsworth, visiting research fel¬ 
low at Portsmouth Business School, said: “We 
can unequivocally say markets contribute to 
the economic, social and political health of 
towns and cities.”

Mr Waite was at the centre to talk 
about his peace work around the world 
and to meet up again with the busi¬ 
ness’s chairman Clive Knowles. 
Mr Knowles and Mr Waite were recently in Af¬ 
rica as part of a project to help young artists 
there make a living. 

Mr Waite was also promoting his book, a 
comic novel that shows the sense of humour 
that helped him through those dark days of 
confinement in Beirut. 

And during a VIP evening at the British 
Ironwork Centre, he talked about his life, and

his feelings about the problems of the world, 
from mass migration to Isis. 

Mr Waite, now 76, was taken hostage in Leb¬ 
anon on January 20 1987. 

He had travelled there as an envoy of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to try to secure the 
release of British hostage John McCarthy and 
other western captives. But he was accused of 
being a CIA agent and kidnapped. 

He was held captive for 1,763 days, the first 
four years of which were spent in solitary con¬ 
finement. 

He was finally released on November 18, 
1991. 

“You have to live an interior life,” he says. “I 
wrote stories in my head, funny stories. And 
when I dreamt it would often be funny dreams 
as if my mind was giving me some relief in my 
sleep. I would often wake laughing. 

“My sense of humour kept me going.” 

His humour can now be shared through his 


novel, The Voyage of the Golden Handshake, 
described as Fawlty Towers on a cruise ship. 

Before he was taken hostage himself he suc¬ 
cessfully negotiated with many of the world’s 
dictators for the release of others, from Amin 
in Uganda, where he and his family escaped 
death themselves, to Gaddafi in Libya. 

He says people like Colonel Gaddafi and 
Saddam Hussein could not be condoned, but 
getting rid of them brought other problems. 

He said: “Mass migration is symptomatic of 
problems back home, be that warfare, gang vi¬ 
olence or economic poverty. We have to look at 
the root cause of the migration and try to fix it. 

“That is why myself and Clive from the Brit¬ 
ish Ironworks work with the charity, Y Care to 
South Africa and Zimbabwe. We want to set up 
projects in which people can set up businesses 
and make a living.” 

The project intends to train young Africans 
to create art and sculptures from recycled 
materials which can then be sold through Mr 
Knowles’ British Ironwork Centre and the 


profits are ploughed back into those projects. 
In a fact-finding missing the pair recently trav¬ 
elled to South Africa and Zimbabwe to visit art 
and sculpture centres. 

Sculptors from the British Ironwork Centre 
will travel to Africa to work with young artists 
before their finished products are to be shipped 
to the Oswestry centre for sale. 

“In this project with Clive and the British 
Ironworks we have an excellent model I hope 
other businessmen and women throughout 
Britain will follow,” he says. 

“We want to help, in a very small way, in¬ 
dividuals to remain in their own countries, to 
stop them having to migrate. There are prob¬ 
lems and difficulties and South Africa and 
Zimbabwe and I fear there are more ahead. If 
we can help just a few people and if others can 
follow Clive’s lead at least we are doing some¬ 
thing.” 

Meanwhile The British Ironwork Centre 
hosted its third annual tug of war event at the 
weekend. Both brawn and brains were chal¬ 


lenged as teams pitted their wits and muscle 
against each other in a best of three pulls chal¬ 
lenge. The Rea Valley Young Farmers emerged 
as victors as they beat Oswestry Rugby Club in 
a dramatic finale. 

Although Oswestry Rugby club didn’t man¬ 
age to win the tug-of-war games for a third 
consecutive year, the members were victorious 
in a just-for-fun challenge after the final pull, 
competing in a flaming rope pull against the 
young farmers. 

Steve Charmley, captain of Oswestry Rugby 
Club said: “We have retained the trophy for the 
past two years. This was a crushing defeat and 
we have vowed to win it back next year.” 

And the British Ironwork Centre has also 
welcomed its new addition - a huge spider 
sculpture.Its arrival has already been met with 
some horror by those staff who don’t like spi¬ 
ders. Sarah McManus, from the centre, said: 
“It has arrived just in time for our Halloween 
trick or treat event at the end of October and 
we expect it to be very popular.”

Human habitats offer a 
safe, warm environment

TODAY we enter autumn. It may 
not be the official start of the 
season but nonetheless it’s often 
a rather neat reality that autumn 
fits nicely into and within the 
month of October. 

It may be the end of the summer 
and our thoughts might turn to cold¬ 
er, bleaker days ahead but in fact this 
month can be the most exciting in the 
whole wildlife calendar. 

We welcome back migrants, not from 
the south as we did in spring, but from the 
harsher lands to the north of the UK. 

Fieldfares, redwings, waxwings and the 
odd snow bunting or two. 

Salmon make their extraordinary dash 
up the rivers this month whereas on dry 
land the red and fallow deer stags are in 
bloody battle. 

But it’s not just the big and bold, the ex¬ 
otic and new that should hold our attention 
this month. 

Many of our invertebrates are busy seek¬ 
ing out safe and warm places to enable 
them to see the winter through. 

And seeing as the end of the month may 
well encourage a turn of the thermostat 
in the red direction, a lot of those animals 
turn to human habitation for warmth and 
security. 

My house is no different - although per¬ 
haps more welcoming than some? 

For along with the butterflies and lady¬ 
birds in the outhouse, there are less popu¬ 
lar, but equally fascinating species on the 
move. 

I return now to an animal we discussed

earlier in the year, the very noble false 
widow spider; for it was she that I found on 
the window sill this week. Steatoda nobilis 
probably arrived in the UK from the Canary 
Islands. But seeing as there’s been such a 
lot of media hype (and utter nonsense) 
this year, it was actually first recorded in 
Torquay, Devon, back in 1879. Since then it 
has adapted well to our colder climate. 

False widows belong to a group of spiders 
which are part of the same family as the in¬ 
famous black widow spiders, although they 
are nowhere near as toxic. 

This irrational fear of them actually gave 
them their common name. 

They’re frequently mistaken for black 
widows and so have been dubbed “false 
widow” spiders. 

False widows have a reputation for bit¬ 
ing people, although in truth, this is quite a 
rare occurrence. You would need to be very 
unlucky, or go out of your way to be bitten. 
They only bite if mishandled or provoked. 

People who have experienced the bite say 
it’s similar to a bee sting. Indeed it seems 
very harsh indeed to blame the ‘noble’ false 
widow, but the reason why the tabloids 
have, soon becomes clear. 

There are six species of false widow spi¬ 
ders (steatoda). The most common of these 
are S. bipunctata, S. grossa and S. nobilis. 
S. bipunctata (rabbit hutch spider) is not 


known to bite and is extremely common 
throughout Britain. S. grossa (cupboard 
spider) resembles the black widow spiders 
more than the others and also packs a 
painful bite. This spider has long been con¬ 
sidered native to the UK and until recently 
attracted very little attention. 

The false widow spider that has received 


most of the attention is S. nobilis, the noble 
false widow. Why so? Because it’s slightly 
larger in size to the others and of course, as 
I found out recently, it prefers a warmer, 
cosier indoor environment, making it more 
likely to come into contact with humans. I 
certainly feel one of the lucky ones!

Conferencetold 
of worries over 
general practices 

TREADING GP is warning that general practice in Eng¬ 
land and Wales is in danger of collapsing well before the 
next general election unless the government is realistic 
about its demands for a seven days a week routine service. 

Dr Peter Holden, special adviser to the BMA General 
Practitioners Committee on premises, out of hours care 
and rural matters, says GPs already provide 24/7 emer¬ 
gency cover and always have done. 

What changed in 2004 was that responsibility for ar¬ 
ranging the cover transferred away from GPs to the Local 
Health Boards in Wales and Primary Care Trusts in Eng¬ 
land. He led a debate about the Government’s proposed 
seven days a week opening of GP practices for routine care 
on the eve of the annual Rural Primary Care conference 
in Mid Wales. 

The conference, held at Gregynog Hall, near Newtown 
this week, brought together rural GPs, trainee doctors, 
practice nurses and managers from across Wales and 
England. “General practice is currently functioning only 
because of the professionalism and dedication of doctors, 
nurses and staff, but the daytime pressures, let alone those 
out of hours, are becoming impossible and therefore not 
sustainable in the long term,” said Dr Holden, who has 
been a GP for 32 years. 

He revealed that GP practices in England and Wales 
receive average funding of £140 per patient, which is less 
than the price of a television licence. 

“For that you can have unlimited consultations, the ser¬ 
vices of all the staff, the surgery facilities and the GPs,” 
he said. 

“Where in the world would you get that level of profes¬ 
sional service for that amount of money? 

“The system is in danger of collapse before 2020 because 
by then the critical mass of GPs will have retired. 

“Twenty-eight per cent of GPs are now over the age of 58 
and 40 per cent are over 55. 

“It’s now a question of how long people can remain 
standing. 

“Morale amongst GPs is very low and many practices are 
one retirement or long term sickness away from collapsing. 

“Many practices can’t afford a locum at up to £800 a day, 
even if they could find one.” 

Dr Holden said GPs already provided 24-hour coverage 
through the out of hours service, but to open seven days a 
week would add an extra 40 per cent to practice costs.

All change 
for the first 
day back 
at school

BACK to school! But 50 years ago that 
meant all change in Market Drayton. 

It was goodbye to the town’s grammar school 
and the Grove secondary modern, and hello to 
the new Grove comprehensive, which opened its 
doors on September 14, 1965, which was a Tues¬ 
day, with around 950 pupils on the roll, of whom 
nearly 200 were in their first year.. 

Well, were you there? If you were, you were a pioneer 
pupil - and if you can remember your first day, do drop 
us a line to share your memories and first impressions. 

The coming together of the two schools also united 
the two bodies of staff, and the new comprehensive 
school boasted 47 full time teachers and seven part 
time teachers, under headmaster Donald Mackay. 

In those early days the new school was not all on 
one site. The senior pupils were accommodated at the 
former modern school at The Grove, while the junior 
school was in the old grammar school buildings. The 
first head boy at the new school was John Cooper, with 
Jennifer Fleet head girl. Their deputies were John Far- 
nell and Sandra Hayward. 

The contemporary Newport & Market Drayton 
Advertiser noted: “The birth of comprehensive edu¬ 
cation in Market Drayton has not been an easy task. 
Stalwarts of tradition opposed it; a petition of protest 
changed hands and a former Minister of Education, Sir 
Edward Boyle, visited the town and spoke in favour of 
the venture. 

“Although there are still a few people who feel that 
the new idea in education - at least to Market Drayton 
- will eventually flounder, many have had a change of 
heart and now support it. 

“But generally the atmosphere is electric with ex¬ 
pectancy. Like the launching of a new ship, so will be 
the school. Named and in service, work on additional 
buildings and extensions will continue until late 1969. 
Only then will the school be a single working unit and 
all the pupils under one roof.” 

Are you still paying attention? If not, we come on to 
the subject of how to punish you. But don’t worry, head 
Mr Mackay said that the cane would only be employed 
in extreme cases as a last resort - and if you are too 
young to know what getting the cane was, it meant 
getting a whack with a stick, sometimes on your hand, 
but on your backside if you deserved the full measure. 

Mr Mackay said that if a child gave examples of bad 
work, which the child knew could be bettered, he or 
she would be “placed on report.” This would involve 
a child showing future work to a teacher and it being 
discussed between them. 

For offences such as laziness and rudeness a child 
would be “placed on detention.” 

And to erase the offence a child would have to serve a 
useful purpose to the school or the community. 

Among those to have had relaxed their opposition 
to the school, albeit conditionally, was the chairman 
of Market Drayton Grammar and Grove Secondary 
Schools Parent-Teacher Association, Mr Ron Farrell. 

He told the Advertiser at the time: “I was one of the 
people who opposed comprehensive education coming 
to Market Drayton. But now I feel it would be quite 
disloyal of me to continue my attitude until we have 
had results from the new scheme.” 


women pilots at war 


SEVENTY-FIVE years ago a bat¬ 
tle in the skies above Britain was 
reaching its climax, with those 
airborne warriors of the RAF for¬ 
ever remembered today as The 
Few. 

While the exploits of the young men 
during the Battle of Britain are the 
stuff of legend, not so well known is 
the role of women pilots in the Second 
World War who, although they did not 
fly in combat, nevertheless sometimes 
gave their lives. 

And the story of one such woman pilot 
who was killed in Shropshire has been re¬ 
searched by aviation historian Stephen 
King. 

Jane Winstone, who was born in Wanga¬ 
nui, New Zealand, travelled half way across 
the world to “do her bit” during the Second 
World War. 

She had learned to fly as a schoolgirl, 
going solo at the age of 17, making her that 
country’s youngest female pilot at the time. 

She gained her pilot’s licence at the age 
of 19, and flew in many air pageants in New 
Zealand. She served in the Air Transport 
Auxiliary based at RAF Cosford, which was 
a huge base during the Second World War, 
and had one of only two all-women ferry 
pilot pools. The role of the unit was to ferry 
Spitfires and other aircraft to the places 
where they were needed, and using women 
pilots meant, of course, that male pilots 
were freed up for other operational roles. 

One of Jane’s more unusual assignments 
had been delivering a Gloster Gladiator bi¬ 
plane for use in a film - this was probably 
a film shot on location at RAF Rednal, near 
Oswestry, in 1943. Filming however was 
later abandoned and the movie, which had 
been about aerial exploits during the fall of 
Greece, was never completed. 

She met her death on February 10, 1944, 
at the age of 31. Second Officer Winstone 
of the ATA took off in a Spitfire at 10.20am 
on a ferry flight, her intended destination 
being RAF Colerne in Wiltshire. However, 
she was quickly in trouble. Once airborne 
the engine cut twice, and then cut out com¬ 
pletely. 

Attempting to get back to the airfield and 
at a height of 600ft, she is said to have put 
on too much right rudder, and the aircraft 
stalled and spun into the ground on the 
edge of Tong Lake. 

As was normal, there was a Court of In¬ 
quiry, which could not completely prove 
the fault, but felt the most likely cause was 
boost control aneroid failure. Miss Win¬ 
stone was exonerated of any blame. 

She had been a member of the No. 12 
Ferry Pilot Pool based at Cosford and was 
a New Zealand volunteer with a total of 
389 flying hours experience, but only three 
hours on Spitfire XIs, the particular type 
she was flying that day. She was buried at 
Maidenhead Cemetery, with fellow ATA 
members acting as pallbearers, in a section 
of the cemetery set aside for ATA casualties.

After the war a fellow New Zealand ATA 
pilot, 1st Officer Trevor Hunter, returned 
her logbooks to her family in New Zealand. 

Stephen’s researches have seen him con¬ 
tact the New Zealand Defence Force to find 
out more about her. 

In responses to his inquiries, David Gib¬ 
son of the defence force wrote to him in 
June to say: “Sadly, I have been unsuccess¬ 
ful in tracing any relatives of Jane. 

“She was engaged during the war, but 
her fiance Angus MacKenzie, a Royal New 
Zealand Air Force pilot serving with No 35 
Squadron of the RAF, was killed on air op¬ 
erations on June 9, 1942, and her parents 
had only daughters, making them difficult 
to trace.” 

Angus MacKenzie’s body was never found 


after he went missing in a raid over Essen. 
Jane had learned of his death just before 
leaving New Zealand. 

She was not to be the only fatality among 
that team of international women pilots 
based at Cosford. 

On May 22, 1943, Second Officer Mary 
Nicholson, an American, was posted to 
serve with Cosford’s No 12 Ferry Pilot Pool. 
It was to be the shortest of postings, as 
she lost her life the same day, while flying 
a Miles Master II, which she was ferrying 
from RAF Hullavington to RAF Tern Hill. 

The crash was witnessed by farmer A.J. 
Gill of Cooksholme Farm at Littleworth, 
near Worcester. 

While milking the cows around teatime 
he heard the sound of an aircraft, and going 


outside saw it circling his field, obviously in 
trouble. 

Swooping low trying to land, it hit the 
ground, bounced over a hedge, and landed 
on top of a pigsty and outbuildings. 

“It burst into flames, and I ran down with 
one of those old wartime stirrup pumps to 
try and put out the fire, but it was hope¬ 
less,” he was to recall years later. 

Mary died in the flames, the only Ameri¬ 
can woman in the ATA to lose her life dur¬ 
ing the war. 

For these ATA pilots the big enemies were 
bad weather and bad luck, and it was the 
latter which took Mary’s life that day. 

It turned out that a lubrication failure 
had caused the propeller to fly off the air¬ 
craft.

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Hot Civic 
Type-R is 
back after 
long break 

By Matt Joy 

The name may be familiar but this Civic 
Type-R is very different from the old one. The 
biggest change is under the bonnet where, 
for the first time, a hot Honda skips the nat¬ 
urally aspirated route and goes for the cur¬ 
rent vogue of turbocharging to create a VTEC 
Turbo. Putting all that power on the road is 
a new suspension system that’s designed to 
reduce torque steer and a mechanical limited 
slip differential too. 

A reactive adaptive damping system is fitted as standard 
and there’s a +R mode that reduces steering assistance, 
sharpens the throttle response and backs off the stability 
control a little. Add to that a wild exterior that’s shaped by 
the wind tunnel and influenced by the racing versions, and 
you have the potential for the most extreme Civic Type-R 
ever. 

You’re not going to mistake the Type-R for another Civ¬ 
ic or some other hot hatch. For the moment at least it is 
the most aggressive-looking hot hatch on the market, and 
while it’s perhaps not to all tastes, there’s no doubting that 
it is eye-catching. The massive rear spoiler, big wheels with 
rubber-band tyres and the aero-look wheel arches are im¬ 
possible to miss. 

There’s nothing lacking in the image department either as 
the Type-R badge has been absent from the market for four 
years, making the older models cherished items. 

Handily the Type-R is based on the spacious and practi¬ 
cal Civic five-door, so the compromises over the standard 
car are relatively modest. Up front, there are very supportive 
sports seats, although their bulk does mean rear knee room 
is fractionally reduced and the big side bolsters need a little 
care to negotiate. However the boot remains large and well 
shaped and the cabin storage is decent too; it’s still a car 
that can cope with family life in its stride. 

Transformed 

The new engine dominates the driving experience and 
the switch to turbocharging has transformed the way this 
Type-R behaves compared to its predecessors. With a huge 
slug of torque at low revs, you can be lazy with the gearch¬ 
anges and still make good progress, although the shift itself 
is very slick and satisfying to use. Unsurprisingly its best 
work is done by 6,000rpm, but this is a powerful and flexible 
engine dishing out big performance. 

Even though it is pushing 306bhp through the front 
wheels, there is almost a complete absence of torque steer 
- on Slovakian roads at least - and while you can feel the 
nose working hard, the steering remains impressively un¬ 
corrupted. You can use the power to drive it out of tight 
bends with great zeal. 

In +R mode it feels more aggressive still, potentially too 
firm for a broken UK B-road, but on track it makes for flat and 
composed cornering. 

The Vehicle Dynamic Assistance also allows a good de¬ 
gree of slip before nudging you back into line. 

Checking in under £30,000 for a 167mph top speed is no 
mean feat in itself, but the standard equipment list is impres¬ 
sive with all the high performance kit such as the limited slip 
differential and Brembo Brakes, climate and cruise control, 
Bluetooth, rear parking camera, and City Brake system as 
standard. £32,295 gets you the GT version which adds a 
suite of additional safety systems, automatic lights and wip¬ 
ers and an upgraded audio system including satnav. 

Hot hatch fans should be queuing up for this one. There 
are important rivals yet to arrive on the scene, but for now at 
least the Civic Type-R is the pick of the bunch; fast, capable, 
enormous fun and pleasingly free from compromise. That 
makes it a car not for the faint-hearted and family buyers will 
need to be committed, but the pay-off is a sharp hot hatch 
that entertains like little else. 

This car summed up in a single word: Hot

THE New Saints manager Craig 
Harrison admits he faces some 
tough selection choices ahead 
of Friday’s Welsh Premier clash 
with Bangor City after his side 
racked up seven goals in the 
Word Cup in midweek. 

Five goals from Greg Draper saw the holders 
sweep aside in-form Holywell Town 7-1 in the 
second round of the league cup competition on 
Tuesday night, and Harrison has plenty to pon¬ 
der. 

“We made eight changes from the week be¬ 
fore and, after the first 10 minutes when I felt 
we were a bit sloppy, everyone did really well for 
the 80 minutes after that,” he said. “A lot of the 
players have put their hands up for Friday, and 
have given me a real headache. We’ve got such a 
strong squad that no-one can expect their place.” 

Pressing for a start is Draper who underlined 
his credentials with some excellent finishing 
against Cymru Alliance side Holywell, with the 
New Zealand striker likely to be included along¬ 
side fellow forward Mike Wilde on Friday night 
at Park Hall.
